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in vain) by Come of the greateft Men in matters of 
Literature, asGefiter, Nicholas He'tnfius, Monfieur Bigot, 
Monfieur Godin , Dr. Francis Bernard, and others ; fo 
that a fingle Copy of them has been fold for an 100 /. 
fierling: Yet we mull ingenioufly confefs, that we are 
ignorant of the timein which the Author of theft Com- 
mentaries flourifhed j tho' tis probable he is much more 
ancient then 4 or 500 Years (in which the Excellent 
Mr. Grevius thinks .fit to place him) from the manner of 
his Style , which feems to be above the common Vein 
of the Cloy fter, or the Genius of that Age. Some paf- 
fages there are in him, which might be added by Rea- 
ders or Coprfts, who frequently ufed to interpolate and 
corrupt the pureft and the belt Authors ; but fuch are 
cafily difcernible to a Critical Eye, which knows how 
to diftinguiih the feveral Pencils that have touched the 
fame piece. 

The Firft. Edition of this Book was in 1473. but by what 
fate I. know not, it foon vanilhed, and became unknown, 
and even loft to the moft induftrious fearches, till Vojfius 
in his Infiit Orator, and De Hifior. Lat. was pleafed to 
illufirate the Hiftory of it, and to let it in its true light ; 
which gave a frefli edge to feveral great Men, to fhew the 
paflion they had of feeing it,but to no purpofe, till the dif- 
lufiveGenerofity ofM.Grevius brought it forth in a better 
form, to which in this Lond.Edit. there are added an In- 
dex, and the Teflimonies of Famous Men concerning y#. 
lius Celfus and thefe Commentaries.
